• the individual imprisoned, his incarceration would serve to pro- 
tect his fellow pluuderbundcrs from a demand for legislation 
that will go to the root of the trouble. 
s It is possible to enact an anti-trust law that will destroy 


monopoly and put an end to profiteering. It can be so orawn 
that no court can interpret it to the advantage of any monopoly. 
It will not need for its enforcement an attorney-genera] , more or 
less willing to prosecute, a grand jury willing to present an m- 
dictnient, a jury that can be prevailed upon to convict, a judge 
who can be convinced that the law is constitutional and covers 
the case of the particular monopolist before the court, and a 
higher court satisfied that no legal or technical error has been 
committed in any of the proceedings. 


The present law requires all of these steps, and when all 


have been taken successfully, does not rid us of monopoly, but 
only of one individual monopolist. Us operation is like an effort 
to get rid of flies by setting a trap to catch one fly at a time and 
requiring months to accomplish each catch. The law that might 
'be passed is one that will abolish the legalized privileges on 
which monopolistic power is based. 
UA operation will be like 


an anti-fly movement that will jibolish the breeding places of 
flies and remove their food supplies. 


The principal provisions of 'vch a law will be abolition of 


all taxes on industry and its products, revocation of all grants to 
individuals and corporations of powers and pnvilcgesnot equally 
open to all, and appropriation by die government for public use 
of the entire rental value of hind exclusive of all improvements. 


Such a law would take from every monopoly the power to 


shut out competitors from access to the market on equal terms. 
It would take from the Oil Trust its control of pipelines and^op- 
portuniiies for special favors from the ruilroiuU 
The Coal 


Trust would also lose control of transportation, would be forced 
to keep miners at work continuously on its coal-bearing lands 
and to market its entire product if it did not prefer to let others 
have access to the lands it now withholds from use. The Meat 
Trust deprived of control of terminals and mmsportntion could 
no fonger monopolize the meat market. 
The Woolen Trust 


would be forced to meet competition under absolute free trade 
and with the foundations removed from allied monopolies whose 
aid helps it to hamper competitors. 


It would not be helped by the outcome of a hairspliiling j 


controversy in court — or a sidesplitting one — as to whether a 


J bolt of cloth is clothing. 
And all other predatory tnfrls and 


monopolies would be automatically disposed of.' the same way. 
There would be no need to send any one to jail. With artificial 
barriers created by statute laws removed, economic law will 
enforce itself.
